Geneva, June 16. 
Communist delegations 
injected new life into the flagging Indo- 
China peace conference here today with 
proposals that brought the two sides nearer 
than they have been since the meeting 
opened five weeks ago. 

The conference had been on the brink 
Many delegates believe the 
Communist move resulted directly from 
the warning by Britain and the United 
States on Monday that they would seek 
to close down the talks if no progress 


Western delegates are still far from 
convinced that agreement is possible but 
they are more optimistic than they have 
been for a long time. 

The majority view is that the Laos-Cambodia 
issue is the more important part of the Indo-China 
problem because it could lead to a major source 
of friction between East and West. 

The four major points which have created 
most hope are broad hints rather than concrete 
concessions by thé Communists.

Poles Allegedly . 


Admit Murdering Sir 
Jack Drummond 


Paris, June 16. 


The Surete National disclosed today that it 
had been notified by American military authorities 
that three Poles arrested in West Germany claim 
to have been responsible for the 1952 triple murder 
of the British food expert, Sir Jack Drummond, 
and his family — a crime for which a Frenchman, 
Gaston Dominici, is being held. 

French police sources were inclined to doubt at first 
whether the Poles were involved since the French farmer 


Dominici is now awaiting trial for the kiNing in the south 
of France. But in any case verification will be made, they 


said. . ‘ 


The alléged confession: was 
given in a letter either to Ger- 
man or American military police 
in the occupation zone, a Surete 

kesmari said.’ ‘The letter or 
its contents were ‘transmitted, 
according to the Surtte, to | the 
American’ Communications: Zone 
Headquarters for France in 
Orleans. 

There the American investiga- 
tors turned [ft over to the local 
judiciary police who alerted 
Paris Surote headquarters, 

The three Poles were reported 
4o have been detained in another 
affair and sent in their “con- 
fession” after having -been held 
for some time. 

American authoritics = in 
Orleans had no immediate com- 
ment, They suggested, however, 
that the Poles probably were 
held by German rather than 
American authorities.

The Colonial Seeretary, Mr Oliver Lyttelton, 
told the House of Commons today he had asked 
the High Commissioner of Malaya to discuss with

Mr Lyttelton waa replying to Mr Stan 
Awbery (Labour). Mr Awbery had asked what 
requests he had received for the setting up ofa 
commission of Commonwealth members _ to ‘con- 
rider the proposed constitution of the Malayan 
Legislature and what was his reply. 

Mr Lyttelton said: “The alliance of the United 
Malaya National Organisation and the Malayan 
Chinese Association have asked for on independent 
commission consisting entirely of membors from out- 
side Malaya to be sont immediately to the Federation 
with tho concurrence of Her Majesty and their high- 
nesscs, the rulers, to report on constitutional reforms 
in the Federation. [ have told the alliance that I have 
asked the High Commissioner to discuss thelr request 
with their highnesses, the rulers, at their next con-

By Two British 
Peers 


London, June 16. 

‘Two peers spoke bluntly 
yesterday about “these 
dark days” of art — and 
poetry, In London Lord 
Radeliffe, Lord of Appeal, 
told the National Art 
Collections Fund that Bri- 
tain is fast losing its art 
trensures through export, 

“We cannot te too nationalls- 
tc to regard it ny a disaster 
every time a great pleture or 
work of art leaves our shores,” 
he said. 

“Of course, the world must 
share its art treasures all round, 
but when one has said all these 
slalesmaniike things [ think one 
SU has a feeling of alarm at the 
pmount of loss that has taken 
place Im great worles of art from 
the shores of this country during 
the last century, 

“It makes me (eel sick and 
ashemed, ashamed of successive 
Governments since the war 
avhich have allowed this condi- 
tion to grow—not without warn- 
ing—and ashamed of a public 
which aliown It iq continue 
without explorion.” 

In New York, Lord Dunsany, 
the poet and playwright, snid: 
“Phis {s the darkesl age poetry 
hos ever known. People are 
accepting long dowr lines of 
rhymcless prose os verse. It 
isn’t verse at all.”

New Delhi, June 15. 


Tho first section of the monumental Hindu 
Code, the controversial social Icgislation which 
aims at codifying Hindu law relating to marriage 
and divorce succession, is once again before the 
House of the People (the Lower House of Parlia- 


ment « : i 


tis the Hindu Marriage and Divorce Bill 
which deals with sacramental marriage and makes 
provielcn for divorce, while a separate Special 
arriage ‘Bill, also before Parliament, deals with 
the law relating to civil marriages. 


The Hindu Code Bill 
which led to a stormy de. 
bate whon it was before 
Parliament in 1951, has now 
been split wu ints three 
sections to facilitate 
passnges: They are: 

1, The Hindu Marrtage and 
Divorce Bill; 

2. The Mindu Minority und 
Guardiandhip Bil; 

3. The Intestate Succession 
Bill dealing with adoptien, In- 
terate stcecssion and Joint 
family, 

Only the first two Bills 
now before Parliament. 

The Hindw Marriage 
Divorce Bi nffects Hindus 
home and abroad, 

India's Law Minister, Mr C.C, 
Biswas, who Introduced the Bul 
in Parliament, sald it guve re- 
cognition to Hindu customs and 
usages where they differed from 
orthodox Hindu law.

It any particowlar trading 
transactions directly or mdirect- 
ly increase the danger of war, 
or of one country or gioup do- 
monating or taking over anther, 
such transactions cunnet be 
justified by uny reason of mere 
expediency. 

The motives behind offers of 
business, therefore, often have 
to be considered, and a serious 
uxamination made os to whether 
beth = parties involved Inia 
transfer of goods will really 
benetit. 

For these and other reasons, 
restraints on trade mav be ¢x- 
pected ty continue. Tne degree 
of freedom which Governments 
WI allow to traders may well 
depend ja part on how objective 
and constructive the traders 
themselves are in planning their 
operations in such difficult world 
conditions.

FORFEITURE OF GOLD — 
APPEAL DISMISSED 


An appeal against a Magistrate's forfeiture order in respect of 
1,680 tacls of gold, valued at HK$500,000, seized on beard the my Boisse- 
vain on June 13, 1953, was dismissed by Mr Justice J. R. Gregg, Puisne 
Judge, at the Appeal Court this morning. 


The appellant was a scaman, 
Cheung Fat, He was represent- 
ed by Mr John MeNeill, Qc, 
and Mr Brook A, Bernacchi, 
both instructed by Mr A. S. K. 
Lau, of Messrs Lau Chan and 


Ko, 


Mr D. F, 0. Mayne, 
Counsel, represented 
Crown, 


After the Judiment had feen 
delivered, Crown Counsel ap- 
plied to the Court for an order 
for costs against the uppellants. 
Mr Bernncchi thereupon sub- 
mitled that tt was improper for 
the Crown to usk for costs, 
adding that {in a recent case 
which the Crown lost und in 
which a large sum of money 
was involved, no such Op- 
plication had been made, 


His Lordship suld he did not 
think he should make such an 
order for costs, unless it could 
be shown thot some ecx- 
traordinary expenses had been

Magistrate - Misdirected 
Himself, Says Court 


APPEAL BY CROWN SUCCEEDS 


; Holding that the learned Magistrate misdirected himself in fact 
and in law in holding that in the circumstances the refining and milling of 
rice was an “agricultural operation” and that the premises in question 
were not a factory within the meaning of the Factories and Worlshops 
Ordinance, the Acting Puisne Judge, Mr Justice J. Reynolds allowed an 
appeal brought by the Crown in a judgment delivered in the Supreme 


Court this morning. 


‘ His Lordship remitted the matter to the Magistrate with an intima- 
tion that the respondent has a case to answer. 
He made no order as to costs. 


The appeal was against ao de- 
cision of Mr 1, T. Morris, Kow- 
loon Magistrate, who held that 
the proprietor of the Tong 
Foong Rice Refinery, of No. 6 
Fa Yuen Street, ground floor, 
had no case to answer on a 
summons for allegedly using 
the premises as o factory, con- 
trary to section 7 of the Fac- 
tories and Workshops Ordinance, 
Cap. 69, 

Named os appellant, on be 
half of the Crown was Labour 
Inspector E, C. Drown who was 
represented: by Mr D. F. O. 
Mayne, Crown Counscl. Mr Y, 
H. Chan appeared for the 
respondent. 

THE JUDGMENT 

His Lordship’s judement read: 

This is an appeal ogainst the 
determination of the learned 
Magistrate under Section III of 
the Magistrates Ordinance 
(Cap, 227), 

In a prosecution 
Sectlons 7 and 8(1) of the 
Factories and Workshops Or 
dinance Cap, 69 the respondent, 
represented by Mr Y, H. Chan 
appeared in answer to a sum- 
mons Issued under Scction 10 
of Cap, 59. The facts were not 
in dispute. Tho only Prosecu- 
tlon witness, the Chief Labour 
Officer, gave evidence that he 
had visited the premises in 
questlon which he described 
and which he stated are on the 
ground floor of a domestic 
building and situated Ino 
residentlal area, At the rear of 
the floor there was a rice 
milling machine which was 
belng operated by a 30 HP, 
motor engine, He saw 160 
socks of rice cach weighing 
about 400 Ibs. In the cockloft 
there was a rice grading 
machine also operated by an 
engine. Five or six workmen 
were working on the premises, 

The learned Magistrate, upon 
a submission by Mr Chan, held 
that there was no case to answer 
“on the ground that the factory 
was definitely engaged in work 
of on ogricultural naturc—the 
refining and milling of rice and 
that on ‘industrial undertaking’ 
does not Include on agricultural 
operation.” He further ex- 
pressed the opinion that the fact 
that the factory was situated in 
a residential -area and on the 
ground floor of domestic pre- 
mises made no difference to the 
position, 

Grounds Of Appeal 

The grounds of appeal ore 
that tii. iearned Magistrate mis- 
directed himself in fact and in 
law bi tices that: 

1.—The premises the subject 
matter of the complaint were 
used In a manner that constti- 
tuted on agricultural operation. 

2.—Use of the sald premises 
did not constitute a factory. 

In the Ordinance “factory” {s 
defined as ony premises... 
wherein any machinery... is 
used in afd of any industrial 
undertaking carried on In such 
premises . .°. "; “Industrial 
undertaking” Includes ,(¢)  In- 
dustries In which artleles are 
manufactured, altered...adapt- 
ed for sale... but dots not in+ 
clude. any agricultural opera- 
tion.” 

There Is no definition in tha 
Ordinance of “Agricultural 
Operation.” 

The appellant . contends that 
in arder to come. within this 
exception the operation in 
question must be closely _ or 

rectly connected with agricul- 
ture and thot there .fa no 
evidence of any such connection 
ir, the present case, 
RESPONDENT'S CASE 

The respondent submits that 
the legislature hos clearly ‘re- 
cognised ‘that an “egricultural 
undertaking may, at the same 
tIme, be -an Industrial under- 
faking and “relied on cases 
where mechanical operations 
carried. on. outalde .the farm 
were held’ to be ‘agricultural 
operations, . 4 ‘

meaning of the Factory and 
Workshop Act, 1878 Section 93. 

However the definition of 
“non textile factory” in the Act 
did not contain the exception, 
the basis of the argument in the 
present casc, and the decision 
was based upon 4 consideration 
of the question whether the 
operation came within the words 
“by way of trade or for pur- 
poses of guin” in the definition 
which the Court  negatived, 
However, in hls Judgment, A. L. 
Smith M. R. at page 704 referred 
to the operation In that case os 
being an “agricultural opera- 
tion." 


NO ASSISTANCE 


I do not think this case is of 
any assistance to the respond 
ent. In Nash’s case the pro- 
cessing of the grain waa being 
carried out for the purpose of 
feeding the stock on the farm. 
It wag carried out on the farm 
by an employee of the farm. I 
think st would constitute an 
agricultural operation within 
the meaning of the term in our 
Ordinance but it {8 clearly dis- 
tinguishable from the circum- 
stances of the present case 
where the only reason for 
describing the operation as an 
“agricultural operation” oppears 
to be that the operation !s one 
carried out on an agricultural 
Product, namely rice.
